Formation of Local Zone 
In Huge Program 





Oné of the major questions to be 
decided in forming a proposed 
flood contrcl district in the county 
is whether there will be a separate 
zone for the “West End” or wheth- 
er the district will not have any 
zones. 

County board of supervisors 
yesterday fentatively approvea 
formation of the district following 
a meeting with 100 property own- 
ers and engineers. Details and en- 
gineering problems are to be work- 
ed out by the county’s flood control 
engineering committee. 

Another meeting will be held 
next Monday afternoon and at 
that time final action may be tak- 
en to establish the proposed dis- 
trict, 

PROPOSE BILL 

The Califcrnia legislature will be 
called upon to pass a bill that will 
permit formation of a district as 
that proposed for the county. The 
proposed legislative measure was 
presented for consideration at yes- 
terday’s meeting. Cc. E. Grier, 
chairrnan of the board of super- 
visors, presided. 

Spokesmen from this district 
advocated that territory from Fon- 
tana west to the county line be in- 
cluded in one zone which might, as 
an integral un{t, carry out its own 
flood control and water conserva- 
tion project, levy flocd control 
taxes and spend the money inde- 
pendently of other zones. 

It was also suggested that the 
special flood control levy be limit- 
ed to 20 cents for each $100 valu. 
ation. 

ZONES FAVORED 

The West End delegation pro 
posed that the county district in- 
clude three zones, the other -two 
uniting the San Bernardino dis- 
trict and the desert district. 

Some opposition against having 
separate zones was expressed 

John Klugman, Cucamonga, urg- 
ed the inclusion of soil erosion as 
one of the purposes of the district. 
Mayor D. J. Cameron cf Uplana 
expressed himself in favor of the 
zone plan. Others from this dis- 
trict in attendance were R. V. 
Ward, county flood control engi- 
neer; Frank C. Buffington and A. 
Cc. Reynolds of Upland; 
Thomas Donnelly, Etiwanda, and 
Carl T. Holmer, Ontario city man- 
ager.

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The Mooney Pardon 

The pardoning of Tom Mooney does not appear to have 
been a very popular act by California’s new governor—but af- 
ter a period of twenty-two years, during which time the case 
has been reviewed many times by courts and governors of this 
State, almost the first act of Governor Olson was that of par- 
doning that notorious character. How Governor Olson could 
reverse such a case under such circumstances seems almost un- 
believable. 

The crime of which \looney was accused was eommitted a 
number of years before this writer eame to California, but we 
have heard much of it ever since. The Los Angeles Times edi- 
torial writer comments as follows on the tragedy and the free- 
ing from life imprisonment of Mooney: 

Probably few persons outside his personal acquaint- 
ances even know that Governor Olson is a lawyer by pro- 
fession. Fewer stil!, in or out of that circle, have suspect- 
ed him of extraordinary legal attainments. He has never 
eeeupied the bench. Ile has written no standard works on 
jurisprudence. Te has been associated with no great law 
eases. Ile is not noted for the acumen and profundity of 
his judgement of evidence. 

Yet Governor Olson is the man who, after a 30-minute 
“Inquiry,” yesterday overruled the virtually unanimous 
findings, over a period of 22 vears, of the ablest legal minds 
of the state and nation—and pardoned Tom Mooney. 

The case against this one-time notorious Red. labor 
agitator, advocate of violence and associate of anarchists 
is an oft-told tale. There is no need to rehearse it here.
